FINNS ARE TOLD 
10 ABANDON THEIR 
FORTS ON FRONTIER 


Moscow Talks of ‘Hos- 
tile Act’ as Helsinki De- 
clares That Demands on 
Nation Will Be Rejected

MOSCOW, Nov. 26.—(AP) 
Soviet Russia charged Finland 
with spilling the blood of Red 
soldiers on Soviet soil tonight 
and demanded that ‘“‘concen- 
trations” of Finnish troops be 
withdrawn “immediately” from 
the border north of Lenin- 
grad. 

A Russian note handed to the 


| Finnish minister, Baron Aarno 


Yrjo-Koskinen, tonight was couch- 
ed in ultimatum-like language, but 
it added that Russia was not in- 
clined to “magnify this abominable 
act of attack on the part of Finnish 
troops, probably badly managed by 
the Finnish command.” 


However, withdrawal of the 
Finnish troops a distance of 12 to 
16 miles from the border, as de- 
manded by Russia, would mean 
Finland’s abandonment of her 
frontier fortifications, and possibly 
the granting of one of Russia’s 
most insistent demands in her long 


j dispute with Finland over frontiers 
‘and naval bases, 


Report Officers Killed. 

The Russian note charged that 
Finnish artillery opened fire sud- 
denly at 3:45 p. m. (6:45 a. m. At- 
lanta Time) on Russian troops sta- 
tioned at the border village of 
Mainila, and killed four men, in- 
cluding a junior commander, and 
wounded nine men, including a 
junior commander and a junior 
lieutenant, 

Seven cannon shots were fired, 
it was alleged, at the village which 
is located on the Karelian Isthmus 
reaching between the Gulf of Fin- 
land and Lake Ladoga. The Fin- 
nish border there is only about 30 
miles from Leningrad, one of Rus- 
sia’s largest cities. 

(However, in Helsinki, the 
Finnish capital, Premier Aimo 
K. Cajander emphatically de- 
nied there had been any shoot- 
ing. 

(Later a Finnish govern- 
ment spokesman described 
the Russian demand as a 
“friendly proposal” but said © 
the soldiers would not be | 
moved back. 

(The spokesman pointed out 
that there was no time limit 
mentioned in the Russian de- 
mand, which he termed as 
“not an ultimatum.” He said 
the governmen. would frame 
a reply to the Soviet note.) 

Rejection Predicted. 

(The United Press reported 
the Finnish government said 
that it will reject Soviet Rus- 
sia’s demand. .

TWO ARE KILLED 
IN BLAST AT HOME 


Victims Blown Through 
Rear of House; Atlan- 
tan Is Among Injured. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 26.—() | 


Two persons were killed and sev- 
eral others seriously injured in an 
explosion at a residence on the 
Coastal highway, a few miles 
south of Savannah, late today. 

The dead are Mrs. John Kimker, 
wife of the chief engineer of a 
Savannah hotel (De Soto), and 
Mrs, Alzeta W. Richardson. 

County Policeman Nathan Co- 
hen said the residence was rocked 
by a terrific blast when a heating 
system exploded. He said reports 
at the scene were to the effect 
one of the victims had been blown 
through one of the walls by the 
blast. 

So terrific was the blast that it 
blew the two victims through the 
rear of the frame building, sit- 
uated on the Ogeechee road at the 
seven-mile post. _ 

Mrs. Kimker’s broken and 
burned body was found more.than 
40 feet from the house, and Miss 
Richardson’s somewhat closer. 
Mrs, Kimker was killed instantly, 
while Miss Richardson died near- 
ly two hours later in a local hos- 
pital.

British Withhold Cause 
of ‘Rawalpindi Disaster 
Which Only 17 of 300 
Passengers Survive. 


LONDON, Nov. 26.—(AP) 
Allied merchant and war fleets 
suffered new blows today in 
the sinking of the Polish luxury 
liner Pilsudski, 14,294 tons, and 
the British armed merchant 
cruiser Rawalpindi, with the re- 
ported combined loss of 287 


men. 
The admiralty announced 
that all but 17 of the officers 


and crew of the 16,697-ton Rawal- 
pindi had gone down with the ves- 
sel. About 300 men were reported 
aboard, and the loss was estimated 
at about 280. Seven were missing 
in the Pilsudski disaster. 


The cause of the sinking of: the 
Rawalpindi was not given. 


British Charter. 


The Pilsudki, the first trans- 
Atlantic liner built for the Polish 
republic and which had accom- 
modations for 760 passengers, was 
under charter to the British ad-. 
miralty. 

A press association report said 
the Pilsudki was sunk by a mine 
in the North sea. A British de- 
stroyer and other vessels landed 
171 survivors at a northeast coast 
port. 

The Rawalpindi, a former liner 
in the British-Orient trade, was 
one of the merchant cruiser fleet 
put into service to supplement reg- 
ular warships. 

Tanker Disabled. 

A third report of shipping 
losses, coming at the end of a 
week of intensive sea warfare, 
said the 6,336-ton Swedish tanker 
Gustaf E. Reuter had been dis- 
abled off the northeast English 
coast. Nineteen of her crew were 
rescued by a trawler. A report 
from Stockholm said she had hit 
a mine. 

British Ship Damaged. 

Another report told of the dam- 
age of the 1,289-ton British steam- 
er Stangate in a collision off the 
southeast coast. An attempt was 
made to beach her. 

A British steamer previously 
reported sunk by a mine was iden- 
tified today as the 1,537-ton Hook- 
wood. The ship sank Thursday

Finland categorically denjed the 
charge of artillery fire. Since the 
Finns, the only people to pay 
World War debts regularly, are 
regarded by this country respec- 
tive, decent and honest, it is easy 
to see which story will be believed 
here.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 26—(UP) 
Plastic airplanes turned out by 
“flivver” methods were promised 
today by C. W. Timm, president of 
the Timm Aircraft Corporation, as 
one of the most revolutionary 
achievements in American avia- 
tion history. 

Materials for the plastic planes 
will be mixed chemically, stamped 
out in molds and assembled in a 
bake oven, Timm said. 

Roll Out Ship. / 

Timm’s mechanics rolled their 
first ship out of its hangar and 
explained how they plan to fill 
the air with their complete planes 
at little cost, compared with the 
thousands of parts making up the 
expensive modern aircraft. 

The first plane hasn’t been tried 
yet, but test pilots will fly it next 
month, 

“Any woodworker or cabinet 
maker, with no experience in 
aviation, can learn to handle this 
plastic in a short time,” Timm 
said. 

In one bake oven new being 
built by the Timm company a 
complete plane will be stamped 
together in two hours and if war 
comes, Timm said, more than l,- 
0U0 can be turned out in a month 
without any addition to personnel 
of southern California factories. 
The planes are adaptable for com- 
mercial or military use, he said. 

Resembles Bakelite. 

The plastic resembles bakelite 
but is compounded of a triple lam- 
inated spruce plywood with phe- 
nol formaldehyde, permitting 
great strength, durability and 
lightness. A blow torch merely 
chars the surface and the mate- 
rial resists salt water and strains 
of acrobatic flying. : 

Damage to the planes, such as 
bullet holes or cracks, can be re- 
paired in a. few minutes with a 
patch and a pot of glue, according 
to Timm. Originally the plastic 
is moulded over a skeleton frame- 
work, also of plastic, to give the 
plane rigidity and strength. About 
six or seven units of wings, fuse- 
lage, and tail assembly are needed 
and they go into the oven for 
welding into one whole plane.

we shall soon have that mastered 
as we have already mastered the 
U-boat.” 

Turning to his discussion of ul- 
timate aims, he said: 

“What is the purpose for which 
we are today standing side by side 
with our French and Polish allies? 

“The question has been an- 
swered over and over again by 
myself, by M. Daladier (the 
French premier), by Lord Halifax 
(British foreign secretary), and 
other members of the government. 
One would think that there could 
be no doubt about it. 


War-Peace Aims. 


“But there are still questioners 
who feel that we have not yet suf- 
ficiently defined our aims. In my 
own mind, I make distinction be- 
tween war aims and peace aims. : 

“Our war aims can be stated 
very shortly. It is to defeat our 
enemy, and by that I do not mere- 
ly mean the defeat of the enemy’s 
military forces; I mean the defeat 
of that aggressive, bullying men- 
tality which seeks continually to 
dominate other peoples by force, 
which finds a brutal satisfaction 
in the persecution and torture of 
inoffensive citizens and, in the 
name of the interests of the state, 
justifies the repudiation of its own 
pledged word whenever it finds it 
convenient. 

Defeat Hitlerism. 

“If the German people can be 
convinced that that spirit is as 
bad for themselves as for the rest 


‘|of the world, they will abandon 


it. If we can secure tha’: they do 
abandon it, without bloodshed, so 
much the better. But abandoned it 
must be! 


“That is our war aim. And we 
shall persevere in this struggle 
until we have attained it. 


“When we come to the peace 
aims, we are dealing with some- 
thing to be achieved in condi- 
tions we cannot at present fore- 
see. Our definition of them can, 
therefore, only be in the most gen- 
eral terms, but there can be no 
harm in declaring the broad lines 
on which we should desire to 
found them. 


New Spiris in Europe. 

“Our desire, then, when we 
have achieved our war aims, 
would be to establish a new Eu- 
rope, not new in the sense of tear- 
ing up all the old frontiers and 
redrawing it, maybe, according to 
the ideas of the victors, but a Eu- 
rope with a new spirit in which 
the nations which inhabit it will 
approach their difficulties with 
good will and mutual tolerance. 

“In such a Europe, fear of ag- 
gression will have ceased to ex- 
ist, and such adjustments of 
boundaries as would be necessary 
would be threshed out between 
neighbors sitting on equal terms 
around a table, with the help of 
disinterested third parties if it 
were so desired. 

“In such a Europe, it would be 
recogyized that there can be no 
lasting peace unless there is a full 
and constant flow of trade be- 
tween the nations considered, for 
only by increased interchange of 
goods and services can the stand- 
ard of living be improved. 

Right of Self-Government. 

“In such a Europe, each coun- 
try would have the unfettered 
right to choose its own form of in- 
ternal government so long as that 
government did not pursue an 
external policy injurious to its 
neighbors. 

“Lastly, in such a Europe ar- 
maments would gradually be drop- 
ped as a useless expense, except 
in so far as they were needed for 
the preservation of internal law 
and order. 3 

“It is obvious that the establish- 
ment of this Utopian Europe, 
which I have briefly sketched out, 
could not be the work of weeks 
or even months, it would be a 
continuous process, stretching over 
many years. Indeed, it would be 
impossible to set a time limit upon 
it, for conditions never cease to 
change and corresponding adjust- 
ments would be required if fric- 
tion is to be avoided. 

End Nazi Terror. 

“There, then, for the present I 
leave the peace aims, and once 
more I would remind you = 
before we can begin to translate 
them into action, we have got first 
to achieve our war aims and to 
win the war. 

“In. this purpose, members of 
the British commonwealth of na- 
tions are united as they never 
have been before in all our his- 
tory. Let us then gird up our 
loins, confident in our own te- 
nacity and resolute in our déter- 
mination. Let us keep clear be- 
fore our eyes the necessity that 
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Oppose

A majority of voters reached in 4 
special - cross-section survey of 
persons listed in “Who’s Who in 
America,” directory of eminent 
men and women in every profes- 
sion and occupation, say they ex- 
pect President Roosevelt to run 
for a third term in 1940, but ex- 

pect him to be defeated. 

“Who’s Who” voters are far 
from unanimous on the subject of 
1940, however, and the majorities 
in each case are slim ones, the 
survey shows. 

To see how men and women 
listed in the big red directory of 
American notables regard the 
third-term issue, the American In- 
stitute of Public Opinion put the 
following questions to a cross-sec- 
tion: ) 

“Do you think President Roose- 
velt will run for a third term in 
1940?” 

“Do you think he will be elected 
if he does run?” 

The answers of “Who’s Who’ 
voters with opinions on the two 
questions were: 

(1) Think FRD Will Run 54% 

Thing He Will Not... 46% 

(2) Think He Will Win... .45% 

Think He Will Lose.. 55% 

In each case a substantial num- 
ber of persons, averaging 40 per 
cent on the first question and 27 
per cent oh the second, said they 
were undecided or without an 
opinion. 

There was much more unanim- 
ity, and much less indecision, on 
the further question, “If, Presi- 


ment should come to an end in 
order that we may build a new 
and better Europe. 

“We know that in this great 
struggle we are fighting for the 
right and against the wrong.

On U. S. Pay Rell 


Latest reports from the Civil Service Com- 
mission disclose significant facts about the pres- 
ent day trend toward “working for the govern- 
ment.” According to the commission, the 
United States now has more persons work- 
ing for it than it had at the peak of World War 
activity. The upward movement began in 1933 
and has been rising ever since. 

A look at the figures is interesting. The gov- 
ernment pay roll at the present time includes 
939,876 workers. Of this number, 125,842 work 
in Washington. Civilian personnel of the War 
and Navy’ Departments comprise more than 
one-fourth of the workers in the entire federal 
establishment. The report revealed biggest 
gains recently in the departments in charge of 
national defense. For example, the War De- 
partment has increased its personne] by 28.6 
per cent; the Navy, by 21.6 per cent. 


What of the amount of this pay roll? In 
September, the pay of this army of federal em- 
ployes totalled $141,629,881. A total of $22,204,- 
433 was paid to workers in Washington, and a 
total of $119,425,448 in the field. Approximately 
57,000 are paid out of WPA funds, and approxi- 
mately 882,500 are paid out of regular govern- 
ment funds. The average yearly salary is ap- 
proximately $1,870 in the field, and $2,066 in 
Washington. 


Contrast with the past is revealing also. Be- 
fore the World War less than 500,000 persons 
were regularly employed by Uncle Sam. War 
work swelled the ranks to 917,000. Following 
the war, the army of workers declined to 500,- 
000. It remained around that figure until the 
advent of the New Deal. Now, Uncle Sam is 
employer to more nieces and nephews than ever 
before. 


He Was Bold, Anyway 

The comment by Author Theodore Dreiser 
that woman’s clubs are “a lot of baloney” quite 
naturally raises voices in defense of women’s 
organizations and focuses attention on the con- 
structive work and influence of these various 
groups. The eminent writer to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the good work carried on 
by women’s organizations remains on the rec- 
ord. Dozens of groups—or rather, hundreds— 
could be named whose activities are far from 
the frivolous and trivial category. 


The National League of Women Voters is a 
splendid example, picking one organization at 
random. This organization was founded by 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt soon after the equal 
suffrage law was passed a scant 19 years ago. 
And, year by year, the League has grown in ef- 
fectiveness, opening up for hundreds of women 
the opportunity for constructive participation 
in public affairs. 


The principal purpose of the League is to 
foster good citizenship. It aims to gather non- 
partisan facts about various candidates for 
election and the issues at stake in those elec- 
tions, and to make these facts available to as 
many voters as possible. Individual candidates 
are never indorsed, but the League frequently 
takes a definite stand on important measures. 

Its records include many accomplishments 
and the League has been a major factor in 
fostering many devices of better government, 
such as proportional representation, improve- 
ment of civil service and consumer protective 
legislation. There are 557 local groups in 31 
states. Here is but one instance of a woman’s 
organization whose deeds make Dreiser’s words 
merely ridiculous—or a good publicity stunt. 


Books of the Year 

That Americans are becoming more and 
more international-minded is noted at the 
34th annual exhibit of New-Books-of-the-Year, 
now current in New York, which reveals that 
nearly three times as many books dealing with 
international problems were published this year 
as last year. 


The exhibit is the only one of its kind in 
the United States. The display includes about 
2,000 volumes, representing recent output of 
approximately 100 publishers. Here then is 
& genuine cross section of the public reading 
taste. While books of fiction still lead nu- 
merically, there are approximately 300 works 
devoted to the world scene. These represent 
many views and opinions and are classified un- 
der general headings of history, travel, politics, 
economics, sociology and sports. 


Another of the newer trends indicated by 
the exhibit is increased representation from the 
university presses. Publications are on display 
from such institutions as Yale, Princeton, Co- 
lumbia, and the Universities of Pennsylvania, 
North Carolina and Minnesota.

MINE WARFARE A NEUTRALITY PROBLEM. 
(From the Philadelphia Inquirer.) 
Efforts by the Germans to justify their mine 


warfare policy, declared by the British Govern- 
ment to be outside international law, appear an 
admission that drifting Nazi mines were respon- 
sible for the sinking of more than a,score of bel- 
ligerent and neutral ships in English waters dur- 
ing the last week. The Germans at*first warmly 
denied authorship of the ruthless mine campaign. 


If, as it appears, the purpose of the Germans 
is a counter-blockade so effective as to starve 
out Britain—even if it means the sinking of many 
neutral ships—the British reprisal in declaring 
contraband Germany’s exports, by means of 
which the Nazis maintain foreign credits to get 
needed supplies, is understandable. 

Naturally this retaliation by Britain is hard on 
the neutrals doing business with Germany. It 
is no wonder that Holland and Belgium, hard hit 
by the mine warfare, are making strong protests 


‘ against the intensified Allied blockade. 


But what can the neutrals do to avoid ship 
losses and possible involvement in hostilities, ex- 
cept by keeping out of war territory? It is a 

problem for all neutrals, particularly in 


view of the fact that drifting mines and wander- 


ing submarines widen materially the concept of 
designated combat zones. 3

about German “magnetic mines,” American naval experts say that 
Hitler’s scientists must have discovered a brand new kind of mag- 
netism, The American experts prefer to attribute the recent tre- 
mendous shipping losses to heavy mine concentration caused by 
intensive German mine-laying by submarines, plus English mines 
blown loose in the last fortnight’s bad storms. 

A magnetic mine is so improbable because all magnetic force, 
so far as known, decreases in proportion to the square of the distance 
between magnet and attracted object. A magnet strong enough to 
pick up a pound of steel at one foot can pick up only four ounces at 
two feet and one ounce at four feet. Underwater or even floating 
mines sufficiently magnetized to be attracted to a vessel only a few 
feet away would almost require dynamite to separate them from 
the original mine-layer. 

While discounting the magnetic mine talk, American experts are 
inclined to believe that the Germans may have made some important 
improvement in mine design. They have no doubt as to the German 
ability to lay mines by submarine. The best German submersibles 
are equipped with a mine-laying tube which can even be operated 
under water, thus escaping any ordinary anti-mine-layer patrol. 
The shipping lanes where most of the recent losses have been con- 
centrated are so narrow and so crowded that comparatively small 
numbers of mines can have a great effect. 

Finally, there is the already mentioned possibility that some of 
the mines may be English ones, recently storm-loosened. The Ger- 
mans have claiméd this, and the American experts are for once in- 
clined to believe them in part. The truth is that the real experts 
are by no means so excited by the mine menace as the headlines 
would suggest they ought to be. Floating mines, they recall, were 
used in the final year or so of the last war, although everyone seems 
to have forgotten it. 


TEAPOT TEMPEST One of the real rows of the next session 


will center round the Logan bill, to limit 
the authority and prescribe the procedure of the administrative 
agencies. Having lost their court battle against these agencies’ en- 
abling acts, the business lawyers are fighting hard to weaken them 
on the procedural side. 

Feeling is already running very high. At the last meeting of the 
Administrative Law Institute of the American Bar Association, the 
Securities and Exchange Commission named Chester Lane, general 
counsel and a strong opponent of the Logan bill, to appear at the 
round table on SEC problems. The institute refused to receive Lane, 
so there was no SEC round table, and William Dempsey, general 
counsel of the Federal Communications Commission, stayed away 
from institute meetings as a gesture of support for Lane. The fight 
is probably a teapot tempest, since the word is that the President 
will veto the Logan bill if it should pass. 


PAIN FOR HUGHES The new men on the Supreme Court are 


‘ the chief reason why the lawyers are try- 
ing to attack the administrative agencies b¥ congressional enactment. 
Two of them, Justice Hugo L. Black and William.O. Douglas, recently 
caused some stir by dissenting from five court refusals to grant writs 
of certiorari, which give permission to bring cases before the court. 
Four of the cases involved suits by small stockholders or creditors 
against large companies. The fifth was a damage suit against a 
railroad by a child run over by a train. oy , 

Announced dissent from refusals to grant writs is almost un- 
precedented. The best legal opinion is that the Douglas-Black dis- 
sents probably indicate a new policy being followed by these younger 
justices. Both are known to believe that the court should go out of 
its way, even to the point of straining the law a little, io give the 
fullest hearing to poor litigants. Both are also represented as think- 
ing that the court should hear more cases. Their dissents m st be 
painful to Chief Justice Charles E. Hughes, whose great desire ‘is for 
the court to present a united, infallible front to the world. But, 
since the first Black-Douglas dissents, informed observers have been 


waiting for more.

convictions that did stick, the 
Treasury men were quietly tracing 
payments of big money and re- 
constructing the conspiracy by 
which Pendergast robbed hundreds 
of thousands of little people in 
Missouri, the type of people who 
voted his way and kept him in 
luxury, of small sums, amounting 
in all to millions of dollars. The 
income tax indictment was the 
one on which he was finally sent 
to prison, and although it is pos- 
sible that he would have been 
nailed in the vote frauds, a guilty 
connection with that phase of his 
criminal life would have been very 
hard to prove. Moreover, the peo- 
ple of Kansas City were not very 
angry about the vote frauds. The 
insurance deal, however, showed 
them what a black-hearted, greedy 
old rascal he was by contrast with 
his popular reputation for open- 
handed generosity and kindness to 
the street-car type of citizen. 


He not only took, all told, $315,- 
000 of their money in bribes from 
the insurance companies as his 
share of their millions, but he in- 
itiated a crime that ruined a sub- 
ordinate politican, a mere punk 
in the political scale, named Rob- 
ert Emmett O’Malley, the in- 
surance superintendent. O’Malley 
got only one year in prison, plus 
the disgrace and all, so he de- 
serves no sympathy, but the opera- 
tion goes to show that Pendergast 
had no thought of anybody but 
himself. He was horse-crazy and 
money-crazy, he robbed his own 
cops and ward precinct workers 
of their paltry little pay, drove one 
poor servile slave to suicide, drag- 
ged others to prison cuffed to his 
own wrists, and when cornered 
turned yellow in court with a 
whine for mercy on the ground 


as 


*| that he was sick and a victim of an 


irresistible passion for betting on 
the races. 


Only At that, Judge Mer- 
rill E. Otis gave him 
15 Months only 15 months in 
Leavenworth, notwithstanding Mil- 
ligan’s statement that he was pre- 
pared to prove other crimes, but 
would waive prosecution in the 
belief that the judge would give 
consideration to these other of- 
fenses. Pendergast pleaded guilty, 
to be sure, but only because he 
was nailed and knew it. And he 
didn’t plead guilty until he had 
done gall he could to obstruct the 
investigation, and he is now in the 
same prison with men and boys 
who got more time for possessing 
a few doped cigarets or driving a 
stolen car across a state line. 


Marijuana cigarets are very bad. 
They agitate the passions of high 
school girls and drive Mexicans 
and colored men in the slums to 
acts of impurity, but Pendergast’s 
whole career, culminating in the 
crimes which Milligan was pre- 
pared to prove, was a serious at- 
tack on popular confidence in the 
American system of government. 

While little people were paying 
their $6.40 or $22.60 to the inter- 
nal revenue as income tax, he was 
holding out a tax of $432,170, most 
of it due on money stolen from 
the little people, ahd raising their 
taxes, boosting their water bills 
and handing them traffic tickets as 
the penalty for voting against him,

into their skulls, writes a pertinent note apropos the teachers 
problems in Georgia. 

“Hughes Spalding was perfectly right when he said we were 
‘what we call the business world ‘suckers.’’ The point is, how- 
ever, that we have rather carefully trained ourselves to think that 
we are engaged in a profession and not in a trade. As you know 
that, traditionally, the difference is that the trade is always think- 
ing of its rights, while the profession thinks of its responsibilities 
and standards. It would, it seems to me, be a pity if we have to 
begin to think of ourselves as in a trade.” 

This gentleman, who has reached the mellow and contempla- 
tive years of his life as a teacher, still is vigorous, still possesses 
many good years. 


His viewpoint is interesting. Obviously, no teacher likes to 


think of his profession as a trade. Not that he has any criticism 
of a trade, but his profession is one which deals with the mind and 
not with machines or tools. His responsibilities, therefore, cannot 
be confined in a set of rules nor his opportunities directed by a 
foreman. The real teacher has never, in all the history of teaching, 
thought first of money but rather of responsibilities, 


‘The politicians have cashed in on that very excellent trait. 
Thinking always of themselves and of their. own political opportu- 
nities and advantages, they have had a friendly, if insincere, pat 
on the back for the teachers; have glorified them with high-sound- 
ing phrases—and left them to pick up the scraps from the state’s

If the Governor seeks to use this money for the schools, theré may 
be some fight riade by the Highway Department. That depart- 
ment has avoided a fight because it does not wish to be placed:in 
an attitude of preventing the teachers from receiving their school 
pay. : 

It is a little difficult to insist on paving a road when the chil- 
dren may not be able to ride over it to an open schoolhouse. 

The point is, however, the state debt is piling up at a rapid rate. 
The Highway Department already is due $2,150,000. This amount 
must be paid by April when its certificates of the sinking fund 
are due. 

The point further is, despite this transfer of funds, that there is a 
shortage of more. than a million dollars in the current amounts 
due the schools. ’ 


Many of the schools in rural areas will close about the first of 
the year, many of the teachers and boards have reached a no- 
pay-no-work agreement. 


The teachers of the state are due more than $3,500,000 from last 
year but Georgia’s “grandfather clause” nullified that debt and 
sang “swindled” the teachers. Only legislative action can re- 
store it. 


That, in brief, is the school problem in Georgia. 


THE TEACHING PROFESSION The state debt of about 
$50,000,000 must be paid one 


of these days. It can be paid only by taxation. There has been 
no legislature with the courage to attack the problem. Without 
seeking to defend the Governor, any honest person must realize 
the state debt is the accumulated product of the past several ad- 
ministrations. Georgia’s government is sick and has been for years. 

No other department of the state has gone unpaid as have the 
teachers. They will continue to be the official goat of political 
machinations until either they or the public do something about it. 


The teachers probably will answer it in their own way. As 
many as can will leave the state and teach in those states where 
the teaching proféssion is given better treatment. Others will find 
their way into department stores, into offices and other jobs. 

There will be left those who are too old to get out, and those 
who are incompetent. 

It is not a pretty picture. 

It is a suicidal course, in the long view. The very democracy 
which makes it possible for legislators to run for office and to 
make loud and boisterous speeches, must come from the schools. 
It must be given root there. If it isn’t, well, the time will come 
when one man will tell us what to do. We will be regimented in 
thought and deed. 

That isn’t a pretty picture. 

Nor is the selfishness of our public officials who permit the

HEALTH PROGRAM 
SOUGHT FOR YOUTH 


U. S. Aid Asked for Better- 
ing Physical Condition of 
Adolescents. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—(?)— 
Asserting that society has to pay 
the bill for the waste in human 


efficiency caused by ill health, the 
American Youth Commission rec- 
ommended today a federally-fi- 
nanced public health program of 
a “scale never before attempted 
in this country.” 

The commission, headed . by 
Owen D. Young, is a private or- 
ganization composed of business- 
men, educators and others. It was 
formed in 1935 by the American 
Council of Education, an organiza- 
tion of major educational institu- 
tions and associations. 

The health recommendation fol- 
lowed a commission proposal last 
week that the federal government 
undertake a special public works 
program to reduce unemployment 
among persons under 25 years of 


age. 
Needs Federal Support. 

An adequate health program, 
the report said, would necessitate. 
financial support from the federal 
government because “the inequali- 
ties among the states in their fi- 
nancial ability to support social 
services are so great that the im- 
provements necessary for national 
security cannot be assured by re- 
liance on only state and local re- 
sources.” 

The commission stressed the im- 
portance of improving the living 
conditions of young persons, with 


a view to “having a healthy, clear 
thinking youth population under 
war crisis conditions.” 

It quoted the finding of a Unit- 
ed States office of education sur- 
vey that only 10 per cent of col- 
lege students had taken hygiene 
courses and that probably no more 
than six per cent of all youth un- 
derwent annual physical examina- 
tions. 

Every year, the report said, mil- 
lions of yeuths suffer’ serious 
health handicaps because of fail- 


care. 
Requirements Listed. 

It suggested the health program 
should provide for: 

Expansion of public recreational 
programs; more adequate health 
education and regular physical 
examinations in the schools; medi- 
cal facilities where they are now

Proposed Security Changes 
To Meet Strong Opposition 


House Committee Members Would Let New Law Operate 
a While Before Considering Amendments; McNutt 
Wants More Benefits. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—(/)— 
Proposals for amending the social 


\security act at the next congress 


session will run into strong oppo- 
sition in the house ways and 
means committee—the group that 
starts all such legislation through 
the congressional mill. 

Representative Buck, Democrat, 
California, a committee member, 
said he was opposed to opening 
the act to amendment again this 
year and that he knew of several 
other committeemen who held the 
same view. 

The law was given “a thorough 
overhauling” at the last regular 
session of congress, Buck told 
newsmen, adding that “in my} 
opinion the ways and means. com- 
mittee is going to give the new 
law some time to operate before 
it considers other changes.” ; 

Some proposed changes may 
have administration backing. Paul 
V. McNutt, administrator of the 
federal security agency, has indi- 
cated that he favors increased aid 
for the needy aged, larger unem- 
ployment insurance benefits, and 
possibly changes in the system of 
old age insurance for workers. 

Buck pointed out that changes 
affecting all three classifications 
were made in the recent amend- 
ments, effective next January 1. 

The maximum federal contribu- 
tion to states for relief of the 
needy aged was increased from 
$15 to $20 a month. Unemploy- 
ment insurances was extended to 
include a new .category—em- 
ployes of banks and similar insti- 


| 


tutions—and changes were made 
in its tax provisions. The system 
of payments under old age insur- 
ance was overhauled drastically, 
and new categories added. | 


EMPLOYERS’ MISTAKES 
HIT 700,000 PENSIONS 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—(4)— 
Old age insurance benefits- of be- 
tween 700,000 and 800,000 work- 
ers covered by the social security 
law are in temporary jeopardy 
because of mistakes and omissions 
in employers’ wage reports. 

John Corson, director of the Bu- 
reau of Old Age Insurance, said 
his field force has been constantly 
checking with employers since last 
June trying to get the correct 
names or social security card num- 
bers of workers whose Wage cred- 
its are now listed as belonging to 
“John Doe.” 

Old age insurance benefits of 
retired workers are figured on the 
amount of wages they have earn- 
ed since the social security sys- 
tem went into operation. 

Wage items reported without the 
employe’s correct name, or with- 
out his social security number, are 
suspended until -a check is made 
with the employer. 

Out of the $55,000,000,000 of 
wages reported for some 30,000,- 
000 workers since the social. se- 
curity system began operating in 
1937, 1.9 per cent are on the “sus- 
pended” list, Corson said. In 1937, 
the suspended wage items amount- 
ed to 10 per cent of the total re- 
ported. 

The director said the discrep- 


ancies were diminishing, but that 
he expected some “John Doe” ac- 
counts would never be cleared up. 
Some earnings, he said, were re- 
ported for persons listed as 
“dummy,” “Joe” or just plain “X.”

MAY REMOVE QUOTA 
UN DOMEST 


State Department Fears Ac- 
tion Will Adversely Affect 


Island Growers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—(P)— 
Federal farm officials have virtu- 
ally decided to‘lift all restrictions 
in 1940 on the production of sugar 
by farmers in the continental 
United States despite concern ex- 
pressed in State Department quar- 
ters that such action might ad- 
versely affect trade with Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, Hawaii, and ihe 
Philippines. 

Under past New Deal farm pro- 
grams, domestic sugar producers 
have been limited to the produc- 
tion of about 30 per cent of the 
nation’s needs. The balance was 
imported from the island posses- 
sions and Cuba. 

Recent discussions with leaders 
in the domestic sugar industry, 
farm officials said, have indicated 
that a majority of the producers 
desired to be unhampered by re- 
strictions in 1940. A formal an- 
nouncement of Agricultural De- 
partment plans is expected to be 
made soon. 

Lifting of restrictions on do- 
mestic production, some officials 
said. cou’? +> expected to result 
in a larger production in this 
country and consequently a small- 
er market for sugar produced by 
Cuba and the offshore possessions. 

Shovld sugar sales by the latter 
be reduced, the island growers 
say, their purchases of industrial 
goods in this country might suffer. 
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he termed the emergency defense 
program. 

The reduction, the President as- 
serted, might be made more than 
50 per cent.

Scuttling of the German 
freighter Adolph Woermann to 
avoid capture by a British light 
cruiser in the south Atlantic was 
admitted by DNB making the first 
announcement of the incident to 
the German people. 

The 8,577-ton freighter had 
slipped out of Lobita bay, Portu- 
guese West Africs, November 18. 
DNB said the British cruiser was

Communist party newspaper, 
which singled out Premier Cajan- 
der and said he should study the 


fate that befell “Polish jackanapes.” 
They pointed out that Russia prob- 
ably had nearly 1,000,000 troops 
massed along the borders of Fin- 
land, whose entire population is 
not much more than three times 
that figure. 

Finland, they pointed out, is 
known as a land “of 1000 lakes” 
and that these waters are now 
frozen over, easing the way for 
troops equipped with snowshoes. 

Regarded as Signal. 

They pointed out, also, that the 
growing campaign of the inspired 
Soviet press against Finland was 
similar to that which was suddenly 
opened upon Poland just before the 
invasion of that county Septem- 
ber 17, 

At any rate, it was feared that 
a pretext for an invasion had been 
reported, if an invasion were in- 
tended. 

Some foreign quarters thus in- 
terpreted today’s events as a signal 
for Soviet troops, massed along the 
Finnish borders, to march in and 
to cap the diplomatic conquests of 
the shores of the Baltic that were 
begun with Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania. 

Tonight a spokesman at the Fin- 
nish legation, tried for more than 
an hour to get in touch with Hel- 
sinki, his capital, by telephone be- 
fore succeeding. 

Finally, at midnight, he made his 
connection, but did not succeed in 
gaining confirmation of the shoot- 
ing, which first was reported by 
Tass, official Soviet news agency. 

“We are not going to shoot first,” 
the spokesman said. “The fron- 
tier there is very zigzag. We must 
wait and see since there is no con- 
firmation.” 

Earlier, while trying to get his 
foreign office, he remarked, “We 
think there is some mistake.” 

A Soviet broadcast late tonight 
said the Finnish diplomat who had 
called at the Kremlin—obviously 
in answer to a posthaste summons 
—to receive the Soviet note, nad 
promised to get in touch with the 
Finnish government and obtain an 
early reply regarding the incident. 

The broadcast also said Foreign 
Commissar Vyacheslaff Molotoff, 
in his talk with the diplomat, had 
told him that “Soviet troops, be- 
Ing under orders not to permit 
themselves to yield to any provo- 
cation, refrained from retaliatory 
shooting” in today’s alleged inci- 
dent. 

In connection with this, the 
broadcast declared Moscow had 
called to the attention of Finnish 
delegates who broke off negotia- 
tions with Russia November 13 to 
the danger of concentration of 
Finnish troops along the frontier. 

“The incident compels the So- 
viet to come to the conclusion that 
it (troop concentration) is a threat 
not only to Leningrad, but also is 
an inimical act against the Soviet 
union, 

“Impudent Act.” 

“The Soviet government does 
not intend to make an issue out of 
this impudent act of the Finnish 
army, which is possibly badly 
managed by its commanders, and 
proposes-that the Finnish govern- 
ment immediately withdraw its 
troops for a distance of 20 or 30 
kilometers.” 

The Soviet has insisted all along 
in its negotiations with the Finns, 
which began October 7 and 
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dragged along until the severance 
date, that Leningrad’s proximity 
to the Finnish border placed it in 
danger from artillery and aerial 
attack. 

The note, delivered to the Fin- 
nish minister, was in language 
similar to the broadcast, 

The Soviet government, the note 
concluded, “would like that such 
abominable acts should not take 
place in the future. Therefore, the 
Soviet government, resolutely pro- 
testing against everything that 
happened, proposes that the gov- 
ernment of Finland withdraw its 
troops without delay 20 to 25 kilo- 
meters farther from the border on 
the Karelian isthmus, thus pre- 
venting the possibility of repeated 
provocations.” 

The incident was described in a 
Tass dispatch as having caused 
“tremendous indignation among 
troops stationed in the area of the 
Finnish artillery attack.” 

The reported shooting was the 
first incident between the two 
countries since their negotiations 
broke down. At that time the 
Finns said they could not grant all 
the Soviet demands without sacri- 
ficing their independence. 


Russian Demands. 

The Finns had sent a delegation 
here three times in an effort to 
reach an understanding, after the 
Soviet, in mutual assistance pacts, 
had secured a string of new naval 
and aerial bases on the islands and 
shores of Estonia and Latvia and 
the right to garrison troops in 
those countries and in Lithuania. 

Besides demanding that Finland 
set back her frontier several miles 
in the Karelian isthmus, Russia 
demanded a naval base in the nar- 
row region by which Finland 
reaches the Arctic, transfer of 
some islands on the north side of 
the Gulf of Finland and a naval 
base at the north side of the en- 
trance to the gulf. 

In exchange, Russia proposed to 
give Finland twice the territory 
from Soviet Karelia, which is 
largely lake and forest. 

Continuing the press campaign 
against Finland, dispatches from 
Helsinki also were published al- 
leging the Finns were extremely 
dissatisfied with the nation’s mo- 
bilization, accompanied by increas- 
ed taxation and rising prices, 

U. S. Is Attacked. 

Attacks on the United States 
also continued with Red _ Star, 
army newspaper, directing shafts 
at the American neutrality pol- 
icy. It reported large British- 
French purchases of war supplies 
and happiness in Wall Street be- 
cause the mediation effort of King 
Leopold of the Belgians and Queen 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands 
had failed. 

Red Star denounced registra- 
tion of American-owned ships in 
other neutral countries. 

The springboard for Pravda’s 
attack on Cajander was his speech 
of last Thursday in Helsinki, 10 
days after the breakdown of the 
Finnish - Russian negotiation in 
Moscow. 

“Cajander weeps over the states- 
men of Baltic states” who signed 
treaties with Russia, Pravda said. 

_ “They, he says, were not far- 
sighted enough. It is he that 
jacknapes occuping the post of 
premier, who is far-sighted! 
“Far-Sighted Beck. 

“He sees far ahead, this poli- 
tician of the school of the far- 
sighted Beck and the far-sighted 
Mosciki! Let him learn what these 
Polish jackanapes feel like after 
they have forever lost all engage- 
ments!” 

(The reference was to for- 
mer President Ignace Mosciki 
and former Foreign Minister 
Col. Josef Beck of dismem- 
bered Poland.) 

“Cajander probably will soon 
have the opportunity to satisfy 
himself from the facts,” Pravda 
continued, “that it is not the pup- 
pets from the Finnish government 
who are far-sighted but the pres- 
ent leaders of Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania who concluded pacts of 
“Se gee assistance with the U. S. 


“Cajander sheds crocodile tears 
over negotiations which he broke 

own,” 

Pravda charged that the Finnish 
premier was acting in “a filthy 
and dangerous game,” asserting 
that “approval of his speech by the 
British Imperialist press is ac- 
knowedgment that he fulfilled in- 
structions from other states.”

She was named for the late Mar- 
shal Joseph Pilsudski, who was 
dictator of Poland until his death 
in 1935. 

She normally carried a crew of 
307 men. 

The 498-foot vessel had a 70- 
foot beam and was buiit for travel 
through ice encountered in the 
Baltic or the North Atlantic. 

Ten water-tight compartments 
and a water-tight B deck were 
features which were considered as 
making the Pilsudski almost “sink 
proof” when she was built. 

(The 13th week of the war 
thus opened with heavy 
losses for the Allied side on 
the heels of the most destruc- 
tive week of sea* warfare in 
the current conflict. Twenty- 
nine ships—Allied, neutral 
and German—had been re- 
ported sunk in the seven days 
through Saturday. 

Among Largest. 

(The Rawalpindt and Pil- 
sudski were among the larg- 
est of the victims of the war 
aside from regular warships, 
of which the largest was the 
British battleship Royal Oak, 
29,150 tons, torpedoed Octa- 
ber 14 with loss of 786 lives. 

(In the commercial field 
the 13,581-ton British liner 
Athenia, sunk on the first 
day of the war with 112 lives 
lost, had been the largest 
passengei liner to go down, 
while the French tanker 
Emile Miguet, 14,115 tons, 
was the largest commercial 
vessel. She was torpedoed Oc- 
tober 13.) 

A United Press dispatch 
from London tonight said:

Will Hitler bomb England? 

With his latest peace offer re- 
fused, will the German air force 
soon lash out at London, the in- 
dustrial and coastal centers—lay- 
ing these waste, converting Eng- 
land into a horrible mortuary 
lanced with destruction and 
flame? 

These questions are on every 
tongue as this strange war moves 
in a fog of monotony on to a 
point where neo-zly everyone ex- 
pects its silence to be blasted 
away by a sudden rush of bombs. 

In seeking to answer such ques- 
tions with a view to disclosing the 
probabilities, a military estimate 
of the entire situation must be 
made. 

Must Consider Forces. 

First, this must embrace con- 
sideration of the forces involved 
and their dispositions. In making 
such a reckoning all personal 
prejudices must be _ discarded. 
Every gain and loss of the oppo- 
nents must be justly reckoned. 
Furthermore, Hitler, as well as 
any other heads of state, must be 
credited with the ability to employ 
his forces with maximum effect. 
Only in this way can the factual 
pattern be disclosed and deduc- 
tions made to answer the one vital 
question—from the German view- 
point: 

Will it pay Hitler to attempt a 
blitzkrieg against England? 

That is the only question in- 
volved. From such an attack can 
Hitler hope to gai: an advantage 
that will break the blockade of 
Germany, force an ending to the 
war? 

Let us. consider, first, the 
forces engaged and against which 
such an attack must be calculated 
to produce the effect of discour- 
agement and terror required to 
bring an end to the fighting or an 
amelioration of the blockade, the 
German objectives. 

BRITISH EMPIRE. 

In Europe: 

England, Scotland and Wales. 
(Eire is neutral.) Gibraltar, Malta. 

In Asia: 

Aden, Perim, Borneo, Brunel, 
Sarawak, Ceylon, Cyprus, Hong 
Kong, Burma, Straits Settlement,

Leaves Ship Last. 

(The last man to leave the 
sinking ship, although he was 
badly injured, the captain 
dove into the stormy sea and 
later was pulled aboard a raft 
by Radwan Frenk, a 19-year- 
old seaman.

(The sinking of the pilot 
boat off Southport, within 500 
yards of the shore, was one of 
the major tragedies of the war 
at sea because rescue workers 
were powerless to give aid. 

(The bodies of at least 20 
persons aboard the pilot boat 
were recovered, including the 
skipper and 10 boy appren- 
tices. 

(Six men who had lashed 
themselves to the rigging of 
the wrecked vessel were res- 
cued in semi-conscious state, 
some of them nearly frozen 
from the icy waves that 
broke around them for 10 
hours. They were rushed to 
hospitals. 

(Four saved their lives by 
swimming ashore. 

(The six men were cut 
down from the rigging ‘by 
men of the Blackpool lifeboat 
which smashed 20 miles 
through rough seas to reach 
the scene after two other res- 
cue boats had been over- 
turned. 

Collier Sinks, 

(A Belgian fishing boat 
landed at Blankenderghe five 
survivors of an unidentified 
collier sunk in the channel by 
a mine. Five of the collier’s 
crew drowned. 

(It was speculated that the 
Rawalpindi might have been 
hit when German planes made 
two bombing attacks on Brit- 
ish warships in the North sea 
Saturday, although an ad- 
miralty announcement Satur- 
day night said there had been 
no hits and no casualties. 

(An unidentified French 
trawler out of La Rochelle 
was torpedoed and sunk with- 
out warning in the Atlantic. 
The crew was rescued by 
Spanish fishermen. 

(The British steamer Bar- 
rington Court collided in the 
English channel early’ today 
with a lightship. Both ships 
were damaged. 

(In Berlin it was announced 
that two more British steam- 
ers, the Bordfield and the 
1,289-ton Dryburgh, had been 
destroyed by mines off the 
Scottish port of Leith and said 
that “the fact that this news 
leaks out now proves a new 
British policy of keeping ship 
losses by mines a secret as 
long as possible.” The Bord- 
field and Dryburgh were said 
to have gone down a half hour 
apart on November 12. The 
Nazis quoted Swedish ship 
captains as saying that the 
wrecks of 26 sunken ships had 
been counted in the mouth of 
the Humber river. 

(In Tokyo the Japanese N. 
Y. K. line, which last week 
lost its luxury liner Terukuni 
Maru by a mine explosion off 
the English coast, annouhced 
that it was cancelling sailings 
to London and making Liver- 
pool its English port of call.) 
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Federated and Unfederated Malay 
States, Palestine, India, etc. 

In Africa: 

Kenya Colony, Uganda, Zanzi- 
bar, Mauritas, Saland, St. Helena, 
Seychles, British Somaliland, Ba- 
sutoland, Bechuanaland, South 
Rhodesia, Sawviland, Union of 
South African republics and the 
Anglo-Egyptian Soudan.

Of this farflung reach Eng- 
land is the temporal head of do- 
minion and colonial governments, 
holding allegiance to the crown.

If Hitler bombed France, laying 
waste its towns and cities, assum- 
ing his air force could do so, the 
effect would be far more devas- 
tating than the same _ process 
would be if applied to England. 
Most Frenchmen live in France 
and the colonies are an adjunct to 
national life. 

With England it is different. 

Let ws assume the worst, ac- 
cepting that the superiority of 
Germany’s air force is such that 
England can be bombed from one 
end to another, its cities laid 
waste, its population sent to hud- 
dle in cold underground retreats 
leaving above them streets filled 
with debris and the dead and 
dying. 

What would be the effect of 
such a success upon Hitler’s own 
situation? Would it win the war 
for him or break the blockade 
which is embarrassing Germany 
and, perhaps, can strangle her in 
time? 

The answer must be “No.” 

Not Too Cordial. 

In the last few years England 
hasn’t gotten along any too well 
with her far-flung empire. Ire- 
land is neutral in this war. India 
is lukewarm. So is South Africa. 
Canada and Australia, to date, 
have been far from exerting the 
efforts they made in the last war. 

But if anything could be calcu- 
lated to draw the British empire 
together in a burst of cold, de- 
termined rage, to the last of its 
resources, to the last farthing in 
all its outposts, it would be a 
massed bombing of the heart of 
the empire—England. In every 
British colony or possession every 
energy would be devoted to build- 
ing planes and bombs, training 
men to man them for a sort of 
legal lynching of Germany to pay 
for such a brutality. 

England can be bombed. The 
British empire can not. This puts, 
or seems to put, a blitzkrieg ap- 
plied to English cities, towns and 
countrysides as out of the ques- 
tion of military consideration. 

Upon the other hand, there are 
legitimate objectives to be at- 
tained by air attack. It can be 
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‘Stay Clear of the Bund,’ 
Fritz Wiedemann Advises 


Nazi Consul and Hitler’s World War Commander Tells 


German-Americans 


To Concentrate on 


‘Being Good Citizens.’ 


PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 26.— 
(P)—Captain Fritz Wiedemann, 
German consul general at San 
Francisco and Adolf Hitler’s World 


War commander, advised German- 
Americans to concentrate on be- 


ing “good American citizens” and | 


to stay clear of the bund, in an 
interview with the Associated 
Press. 

The bund, he declared, was all 


right in a country like Germany, | 


which has the “Fuehrer Prinzip,” 
but was out of place in a democ- 
racy. The handsome, greying Ba- 
varian voiced a general indict- 
ment of war, but carefully avoid- 
ed discussion of specific phases of 
the current conflict and American 
neutrality. 

Asked if he thought Americans 
on the Pacific coast were of neu- 
tral mind he replied that the ques- 
tion was too political to be an- 
swered, but he certainly “hoped 
they were neutral-minded.” 


Against the bund, Wiedemann 
was outspoken. 

“T told them in Washington we 
could have only trouble with the 
bund, because the people of the 
bund are American citizens,” he 


said. “With their stupid speeches 
they can give us only trouble. In 
our place as consuls it is not right 
to give orders to American citi- 
zens. There are some political ac- 
tions right for Germany that are 
not right for this country. In 
Germany we have the Fuehrer 
prinzip (leader principle); here 
you have democracy.

out war.”

It must be, all facts indicate, 
against the British fleet. All facts 
seem to point to an approaching 
Trafalgar against an Armada of 
the skies.

sons as hypocrisy and imperiali 
selfishness, the Rev. John Moore 
Walker, rector of St. Luke’s Epis- 
copal Church, declared in his 
Church Loyalty Program sermon 
yesterday morning. 

Speaking on the text, “Christ, 
the Fountain Source,” he also list~ 
ed as “poisons” causing present 
day unrest, “vested interests, nar- 
row nationalism, internal class 
hatreds, breakdown of moral sanc- 
tions, and suffering and starvation 
of large sections of the population 
due to ‘economic Bourbonism.’ 

“War will succeed war as long 
as the pot boils,” the Rev. Mr. 
Walker asserted. “If the situation 
is to be changed, the things that 
make for peace must be substi- 
tuted for the things that make for 
war. 

“Those in whose keeping have 
been the destinies of our world for 
the past 20 years have displayed a 
fatal incompetence to know and 
to see ‘those things which belong 
to peace.’ It has been tHe absence 
of controlling thought of God 
which has brought us to our pres- 
ent unhappy state of hatred, sus- 
picion and fear. 

“There are those who decry re- 
legion as being impractical and 
of no great bearing on the affairs 
of this work-a-day world. But the 
fact is that the absence of a true 
religion to a sufficient degree has 
resulted in the very real and con- 
crete condition of disaster which 
oppresses our times. 

“‘In Him was life; and, the life 
was the light of men.’ is light 
gives definite guidance amidst the 
darkness of our present perplex- 
ity. It leads unfalteringly and if 
men follow that lead the problem 
of war and peace will be solved 
once and for all.”

When You Listen To Spielers 


By Dr. William Brady. 


Reader M. R. Q. quotes the fol-| 
lowing paragraph from page 63, 
Circular No. 507, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture—“Diets of 
Families of Employed Wage Earn- 
ers and Clerical Workers in Cities,” 
by Stiebeling and Phipard: 

“There is probably little danger 
of serious vitamin Bb deficiencies if 
individuals regularly select a good- 
ly, share of their needed calories 


from foods which have not been 
artificially refined or depleted of 
their vitamin Bl by the processes 
of preparation.” : 

Read this fast and careiessly, 
says Reader M. R. @., and you get 
one impression. 

I, Cl)’ Doc Brady, tried it, and I 
got the impression that all this 
bla-bla about vitamins is the bunk, 
and all you’ have to do is have : 
diet of wholesome ‘sods which 
will give you all the vitamins you 
need. In fact, I believe some such 
vague assurance has been given by 
other experts holding jobs in gov- 
ernment bureaus. 

But read it slowly, out loud to 
yourself, says M. R. Q., and you 
get the real truth of the matter,’ if 
you emphasize the right words. 
For example: 

“There is probably little danger 
of serious vitamin B deficiencies :f 
individuals regularl. select a good- 
ly share of their needed calories 
from foods which have not been 
artificially refined, etc.” 

In other words, concludes M. R. 
Q., there’s.a rhythm to deception. 

So that’s what rhythm is. I’ve 
often wondered when I’ve heard 
radio spielers hastily getting past 
the trick word “helps” when de- 
scribing the wonders the nostrum 
will work. That’s it—they never 
emphasize helps, If you are not 
alert for it you may not know they 
have mentioned it at all. 

A great many individuals who 
have accepted the implied assur- 
ance that ordinary food supplies 
enough vitamins for ordinary re- 
quirements have learned by ex- 
perience that the same food, sup 
plemented with additional ~ ita- 
mins, materially improves— what 
they had _ formerly considered 
good health. By this I mean that 
in many instances functional ef- 
ficiency may be considerably bet- 
tered by simply adding 600 to 
1200 international units of vitamin 
B to the diet daily—as by taking 
four to eight vitamin B comple« 
tavlets, each containing 150 units 
of Bl (thiamin) and all of the 
other factors of the natural B- 
complex. This is not just a pipe 
dream of mine. It is experience of 
a great many readers who have 
tried it. "age 

To illustrate what artificial re- 
finement means, take bread. Made 
as it, was made a hundred years 
ago, bread would be a rich source 
of vitamin B-complex, and as such, 
aside from its general nutriti.e 
value, it would be and should be 
the main part of the daily diet. 
Refined white bread is practically 
devoid of vitamin B. Yet it sup- 
plies a goodly share of the calories 
in many diets.
